In Juno 1939* he returned to Warsaw as Counselor of the Ministry cf ' Foreign 
irs# in charge of press relations* 


When war started to Europe in September IS 39# Mr. Vviercjbieaski was 
evacuated v<ith .the Polish Gwesnsaeat to Rura&toeu He continued to serve as 
a press of&o©r with the owes mmt to Huohs»®.st end then in Istanbul. In 
1941* fc© arrived in Palestine* saving to the Polish Army, Ho was discharged 
to 1342 and remained to Palestine as the editor cf a Polish language daily in 
Jerusalem. In March 1343# fee returned to gwctoasoat service as Press Attach® 
with the Polish legation to Cairo. After two years* he was transferred to 
London to March 104$ to serve to the Ministry ct Foreign Affairs cf too Polish 
Government to Ibsiba, 


As mentioned earlier* whan recognition- cf the Exile Government was 
withdrawn* Hr. WioraMaaski refused to return to Gixnatuaist^controlled 
Poland, Instead# ha vjo&ed at various Jobs# including two years with toe
